Way for Construction 
Of Project

Chaffey Board to Canvass 
Returns Tuesday Night— 
P. W. A. To Aid 





Actual work on the construction 
of the new auditorium on the 
Chaffey campus is likely to be un- 
derway by the first of the year. 
Chaffey board of education will 
canvas the returns of Friday’s suc- 
cessful bond election at its meet- 
ing next Tuesday. 

Immediate steps will be taken 
then to obtain the P. W. A. allot- 
ment of $185,000 and to sell the 
$195,000 Chaffey bonds. When the 


bonds are sold it is expected the} 


P. W. A. money will be available. 
Bids will then be sought with a 
contract to be let shortly after- 
wards. 

N. E. Trautman, chairman of the 
board’s building committee, 
was one of the leaders in explain- 
ing the bond and auditorium situ- 
‘ation to voters prior to the elec- 
‘tion, explained the procedure  to- 


day. He predicted actual work 
will be started in about three 
months. 


“We will officially inform the P. 
W. A. officials in Los Angeles that 
we are ready for their project,” 
Mr. Trautman said. ‘Without a 
doubt we will be able to get all 
necessary détails completed by the 
first of the year.” 

Voters in the Chaffey district on 
Friday approved issuance of $195,- 


000 in bonds as the district’s share; 


in the construction of the propos- 
ed 2400-seating capacity auditor- 
jum, The ballot decision was 
close. A two-thirds majority was 
needed and the bond victory came 
with 181 more ‘yes’’ votes than 
were actually needed. 

It took the enthusiasm and co- 
operative spirit of voters in Fon- 
tana and Etiwanda—16 miles from 
the campus—to offset the negative 
vote displayed in precincts closer 
to the Chaffey campus, site of the 
auditcrium. In Etiwanda there 
were only seven ‘“no’’ votes, while 
10 were favorable. Fontana voted 
833 “yes” and 130 “no.” 

Upland voters gave the bond 
measure a slight margin over the 
two-thirds majority, the count be- 
ing 636 “yes” and 303 “no.” The 
bond proposal carried in all pre- 
cincts except Ontario and the 
Cucamonga South school. The 
Ontario vote was 1387 “yes” and 
696 “no.”

In other words, 
what is Truth? This question has 
been asked throughout the ages. 


Truth as Actuality 


Truth is defined in the diction- | 
aries substantially, as actual be- 
ing, the real state of things, spir- 
itual reality, the fact. We deduce, | 
therefore, that Truth, in Science, 
is established Principle, fixed law, 
verity, actuality, reality. The term 
truth is also used in a lesser sense, 
to describe the state of being true, 
conforming to fact, and so forth. 
We need to distinguish clearly, 
therefore, between absolute Truth 
which is the actuality and reality 
of being, and relative truth which 
is simply the apparent fact con- 
cerning anything. Absolute Truth 
ts independent, self-existing, in- 
destructible, unaffected by any- 
thing else. It is infinite in quan- 
tity, in character, in quality, in 
location, in presence,—infinite in 


physical existence, believing it to| 
be actual and real. Philosophers | 
could not see the unreality of ma-| 
terial existence because, for one} 
thing, they had nothing to put in| 
its place. Now that the infinite, | 
absolute truth of being has been | 
discovered by Mrs. Eddy, we can 
know what is real, that is, spirit- 
ual and everlasting, and  conse- 
quently can recognize what is un- 
real, the inexistence of that which 
is not real, not spiritual, and not!

Analysis of Physical Sense

truth.” To continue in his word, 
evidently means having the right 
of 
Jesus, becoming acquainted with 
them and putting them into prac- 
tice by living according to them 
to the best of our ability. So may 
each one of us improve his con- 
sciousness and begin to know the 
spiritual truth which frees human- 
ity from the bondage of material- 
ity and evil. 

When Jesus promised that he 
would send the Comfofter, saying, 
“And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
forever; Even the Spirit of truth,” 
(John 14: 16, 17) he not only said 
that he would send all truth, but 
that he would send what he term- 
ed the “Spirit of truth.” 

Consequently, as we read, study 
and ponder, we should strive to lift 
our thoughts above materiality in- 
to the realm of spirituality, above 
the corporeal and personal to the 
incorporeal and impersonal, even 
into the realm of spiritual Truth, 
where we can commune with God 
and clearly realize that which is 
true. 

This spirit of Truth is therefore 
the important point in the study 
and application of Christian 
Science whereby all may under- 
stand and practice genuine Chris- 
tianity. 

Because Truth is Spirit, we are 
spiritually minded in proportion as 
we are Truth-minded. The truer 
our concept, the more spiritual it 
is. 

Christ Jesus 

The teaching of Christian 
Science regarding Christ Jesus is 
vital to gaining a correct under- 
standing of the philosophy and 
practice of Christian Science and 
its successful demonstration. Let 
us see what Mrs. Eddy’s own defi- 
nitions in her textbook are (Science 
and Health, pp. 589, 583): 

“JESUS. The highest human 
corporeal concept of the divine 
idea, rebuking and destroying er- 
ror and bringing to light man’s 
immortality.” 

“CHRIST. The divine manifes- 
tation of God, which comes to the 
flesh to destrov incarnate error.” 

Mrs. Eddy also writes: 

“The word Christ is not proper- 
ly a synonym for Jesus, though it 
is commonly so used. Jesus was a 
human name, which belonged to 
him in common with other Hebrew 
boys and men, for it is identical 
with the name _ Joshua, the re- 
nowned Hebrew leader. On the 
other hand, Christ is not a name 
so much as the divine title of 
Jesus. Christ expresses God's spir- 
itual, eternal nature. The name is 
synonymous with Messiah, and al- 
ludes to the spirituality which was 
taught, illustrated, and demon- 
strated in the life of which Christ 
Jesus was the embodiment. The 
proper name of our Master in the 
Greek was Jesus the Christ; but 
Christ Jesus better signifies the 
Godlike.” (Science and Health, p. 
333.)

A careful study | 
of her life shows that she was} 
spiritually prepared for her mis-| 
sion.

Rather than join her playmates, 
she often sat at her mother’s feet 
and listened to the conpateetion | 


‘of her parents and their friends as 


they discussed religious and philo- | 
sophical subjects. She attended| 
school at various academies and; 
was specially tutored by her broth- | 
er Albert, a graduate of Dartmouth | 
College, Hanover, N. H., who be- | 
came a distinguished lawyer. She| 
relates that she received from him 
“lessons in the ancient tongues, i 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin.” She; 


/also said that her “favorite stud- 


ies were natural philosophy, logic, 
and moral science,” (Retrospec- 
sion and Introspection, p. 10). 


From childhood Mrs. Eddy be- 
lieved that God could heal the sick, | 
and, as the years went on, she be- 
came more and more interested in| 
the endeavor to find out how the| 
healing recorded in the Scriptures! 
was done. Knowing that this 
healing was accomplished mental- 
ly, she studied homoeopathy, be-| 
lieving that this practically drug-| 
less method arrived at its results, 
through mental power of some 
sort. To this end, she also inves- 
tigated spiritualism and _ other 
systems, none of which, however, 
she found satisfactory because | 
they were not in accordance with} 
the Bible teaching. ‘ 

Later on Mrs. Eddy met with a} 
serious accident in which her| 
spine was injured and the phys-| 
ician pronounced her case hope-! 
less. The healing which she re- 
ceived on that momentous Sunday 
when her life was de-! 
spaired of, was the result of spir-} 
itual light received while reading | 
the ninth chapter of Matthew’s| 
Gospel, which light she recogniz- 
ed as the truth, and this truth: 
thereafter was the basis of her: 
research and work. | 

She then withdrew from so- 
ciety and for three years devoted 
herself to close study of the Bible. 
During this time the discovery of 
the divine healing power gradual- 
ly unfolded to her as the revela- 
tion of Trouth, which she later 
demonstrated by doing extraor- 
dinary healing work. In due time 
she incorporated this healing rev- 
elation in her famous textbook, 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” thus presenting it 
to the world. 

I am increasingly grateful for 
my personal acquaintance with 
Mrs. Eddy and for my close as- 
sociation with her during a num- 
ber of years. Her faithfulness, 
consecration, self-sacrifice, and 
humility as observed by me were; 
remarkable. 

Summary 


What, then, are the fundament- 
als of the philosophy of Christian 
Science ? 

First, the absolute truth that 
God is infinite Mind, that man is 
His spiritual idea, and that the 
universe is God’s perfect spiritual 
expression; in other words, the 
facts of reality. 

The second fundamental is that 
the nature of so-called material 
existence is wholly mental, a state 
of consciousness; and thus, since! 
reality is spiritual and infinite, all 
that is material, evil, and finite is 
unreal. 

What, then, are the fundamen- | 
tals of the practice of Christian | 
Science ? \ 

The first essential is a clear, | 
spiritual consclousness of reality! 
—knowing the real God, the real 
man, and the real universe. 

Another fundamental is the clear 
recognition of the unreality of 
4od’s opposite, namely, matter and; 
its products, materiality, sickness, | 
disaster, death. . 

Then on this basis of what is di-| 
vinely real and the consequent rec- | 
ognition of all discordant condi- | 
tions as errors, as falsities, Chris-, 
tian Science deals with these con-| 
ditions as mistakes, and corrects 
them by the accurate application | 
of divine Truth. This healing Rows 
er is brought to bear upon these 
mistakes through the right know- 
ing of the Christ, the spiritual idea 
of the curative Principle, divine, 
Love, as demonstrated originally
